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States to Canada were over $14,000 more than 
exports, and if the United States thought they 
could afford to put this money into the pock- 
ets of Canadian or English traders, they were 
willing they should try it. The minister of 
the interior thought the United States as- 
sumed its present position for the purpose of 
strengthening its negotiations for a treaty. 
When the question should come up before the 
government he did not doubt it would be 
treated amicably, as the Canadian government 
is anxious to establish free and uninterrupted 
trade relations with the United States. The 
Montreal Gazette, the official organ of the Do- 
minion Government, says there are two as- 
pects to this question which Congress 1s ap- 
parently determined not to consider; namely, 
the limitation of the exclusive policy of 
Canada to fishing vessels, and the desire of 
Canada to reach a settlement of the difficulty 
by means of arbitration. It advises us, too, 
that no interference had been attempted with 
the operations of our trading vessels, and that 
the treaty disturbs in no respect whatever the 
reciprocal commercial privileges of the two 
countries. And it advises us to consent to 
arbitration as the manlier and more dignified 
course.

with Canada. It is confidently expected, at 
the time of this present writing, to pass the 
House by a large majority, and of the final 
approval of it by the President no reasonable 
doubt is entertained. By simply prohibiting 
the admission of Canadian fish into our ports 
it is expected that the aggressive conduct of 
Canada will receive a check. The passage 
of the resolution just at this time by Con- 
gress is also likely to have a very apprecia- 
ble influence on the elections that are to 
come off in the Canadian provinces, 

In the course of the debate on the meas- 
ure, Mr. Edmunds took occasion to say that, 
while any inteational violation of a treaty 
may be considered by the wrouged party a 
cause of war, every violation of the principle 
of good neighborhood is net a cacus belli. 
According to the practice of all nations that 
do not wish to shed bheed, such violations 
would furnish a reason for reciprocal retalia- 
tory measures intended to bring the offend- 
jng party to e sense of the: inconvenience of 
such conduct. But it dees not necessarily 
follow that every breech of treaty is to be 
followed by war. 

Senator Hoar observed that the wrong 
which Canada had done did not consist 
chiefiy in a scramble for the right of fishing. 
It consisted of an attempt on the part of 
Canada te compel the United States to re- 
peal certain laws of a wholly domestic char- 
acten. He said that of the vessels which 
have experienced the outrages and an- 
jnoyances recited in the committee’s report, 
twenty-five belong to the State of Massachu- 
setts and seven to the Ste.te of Maine. The 
object of these annoyances are not princi- 
pally or largely to a@esert the British or 
Canadian interpretation of the treaty of 1818, 
nor to protect the fisheries from interference 
hy Massachusetts or Maine competition, but 
to compel the people of the United States to 
change thei laws in a matter of purely do- 
mestic comeern. It is not that Canada may 
catch fish without molestation, but that she 
may sell fish without the interference of the 
American tariff policy, that these difficulties 
are f ted. He pr d the seizures 
of American vessels, with one or two excep- 
tions, to have been made upon a pretence 
without the reality of any interference by the 
American vessels either with the treaty or 
with local regulation on law. The offence 
consists of the taking into custody, without 
actual right, of American vessels, and their 
officers and crews, when they are about their 
lawful emplovment. 

Senator Edmunds reminded the Senate 
that the treaty of 1818 is just as clear as it 
can be. It shows how American fishermen are 
to be treated in Canadian waters. They are 
to be allowed shelter, to obtain coal and sup- 
plies, and are not allowed to catch fish. The 
new regulations of the Canadian authorities 
are not a fair execution of the treaty, but are 
plainly outside of it. That may be a casus 
belli, if the United States chooses to consider 
it such. Or it may be a case fur counteract- 
ing legislation and action on the part of the 
Government whose citizens are wronged, 
and which would lead the people committing 








their interest to keep up that kind of thing. 
The bill provides that the President of the 
United States may, if our vessels are mis- 
treated in Canadian ports, declare that 
Canadian fish and Canadian fishermen shall 
not come into the waters of the United States 
atall. If he should so declare, that is not 
war. Even if such a declaration were to 
stand good for ten years, the issue would 
only be who could best endure it. It is be- 
lieved that it will be found a persuasion to 
the people of Canada to mitigate somewhat 
the asperity of their language and conduct. 
But in case it fails of that effect, then we 
have simply got non-intercourse between the 
United States and the British Provinces ; and 
the question will be—who can stand that 
longest. There is but one reasonable answer 
to it; so that the question is really not one 
of war, but a question of countervailing 
regulations which all nations have resorted 
to long before war, and which usually never 
come to war. 


THE FEELING IN CANADA. 


A special despatch from Ottawa to the Bos- 
ton Advertiser states that the news of the 
passage of the fisheries retaliatory resolution 
by the United States Senate fell like a thun- 
derbolt in ministerial circles there, being whol- 
ly unexpected and consequently a surprise for 
which they were not prepared. The fact, toc, 
that a political crisis is at hand there tended to 
heighten the feeling not only among the min- 
isters but the politicians. What will be the 
result? was the question upon every person's 
lips. The next question was, Will the Presi- 
dent carry the resolution into effect? To these 
questions no one seemed willing to give an 
answer. 

The correspondent of the advertiser said he 
called upon Sir. John MacDonald, and the 
latter said emphatically that there was to be 
no backdown for Canada in its position on the 
fishery question: “We know our rights,” said 
he, “as regulated by treaty$and by act, both 
imperial and colonial, and we propose to pro- 
tect ourselves, yet with no view of annoyance 
We can better be on friendly terms with the 
United States than otherwise. I regard the 
action of the Senate as foolish in the extreme. 
The enforcement of such a measure would 
practically stop the whole transit trade between 
Canada and the United States.” But in his 
judgment the injury to the United States 
would be tenfold that to Canada, and he did 
not consider it likely that the President would 
put it in force. He thought the United States 
had everything to lose and nothing to gain by 
such a measure. 

-| The minister of railways was of the opinion 
that the treaty of 1818 gave no trading rights 
1 |to American fishermen. He said they were 
simply granted the privilege of fishing outside 
the three-mile limit, and could enter a Cana- 
dian port only to secure shelter, to repair, or 
for wood or water. This was the interpreta- 
tion put upon it from 1818 down to the pres- 
ent time by the English, Canadian, and 
American governments. “We have carried 
out the spirit of the treaty,” he added, “and in 
no single instance have we refused all reasona- 
ble facilities for any of the above supplies or 
for the sustenance of life, and in every case 
have made proper applications for them all.”

The third section prohibits the giving any 
preference in transportation, and all discrim- 
ination in rates and charges. 

The fourth and fifth sections cover the long 
and short haul and the pooling provisions 
and prohibitions; forbidding railroads to 
charge more for a shorter than for a longer 
distance, over the same line and in the same 
direction, and forbidding any combination 
for the pooling of freights of different and 
competing railroads. 

The sixth section requires that, after nine- 
ty days from the passage of the act, schedules 
of rates, fares, and charges shall be posted 
up for public inspection, which are not to be 
raised except at ten days notice, though they 
may be reduced with simultaneous notice. 
The seventh section makes it unlawful to 
combine to prevent the carriage of freights 
from being continuous from the place of ship- 
ment to the place of destination. 

The eighth section provides for the liability 
to persons injured by the violation of the 
act. 

The ninth section provides for suit and the 
recovery of damages in the Unired States 
courts or before the Commission to be 
created. 

The tenth section fixes the maximum of the 
fine which may be imposed as a penalty for 
violating the law at $5000. 

The eleven sections following provide for 
the Commission, which is to consist of five 
persons, to be appointed for six years except 
for the first appointments, at a salary of 
7500 each. 

There are three remaining sections, which 
provide for non-abridgement of the rémedies 
now existing by common law or by statute; 
appropriate $100,000 to carry out the act for 
the next fiscal year; and direct the appoint- 
ment and organization of the commission 
forthwith, and that the other provisions of 
the act shall take effect sixty days after its 
passage. 


THE WIGGINS SCHOOL. 


The weather we have been visited with this 
winter, may possibly be the headlong revenge 
of the elements for our blind trust in the 
meteorological prognostications of Wiggins, 
the weather prophet and self-styled “ profes 

sor.” As the bitingly bright editor of the 
| Popular Science Monthly remarked of him in 
| the December issue, “ it does not follow that 








| value is estimated to consist in his “ ignorance 
|and general lack of sense.” He has been 
taken seriously by thousands of honest peo- 
| ple. His predictions were bruited ostenta- 
|tiously in the newspaper press; they pene- 
|trated into every town and hamlet in the 
| country ; and for one person who knew the 
name of the real astronomer, Proctor, there 
were ten who knew that of the sham astrono- 
mer, Wiggins. He is a prophet, like the res 
| of his race, most honored outside of his own 
country. 
The Popular Science Monthly recalls the 
fact that he predicted a storm and tidal wave 
of unparalleled violence and extent during 
the month of March, 1884; that he formally 
notified President Arthur* of the impending 
calamity, which was chiefly to affect the 
North Atlantic coast ; that he was repudiated 
by the men of real science in respect to his 
predictions ; but that, nevertheless, the fisher- 
men of Maine and Massachusetts paid more 
heed to him than to his opponents, in vonse- 
quence of which the fishing industry that 
year suffered nota little. Nothing came of 
it all but an ordinary equinoctial gale and a 
high tide, both of which were foretold in the 
regular almanacs, that did no harm at all 
anywhere. For all that, Wiggins came for- 
ward again, smiling and confident, with pre- 
dictions as fresh as ever. And the people 
continue to hear him gladly, not because he 
aims to instruct but to excite and terrify, be- 
cause he tells them what other men do not 
tell them. 
And he was put to shame again last year, 
just as he was the year before. But it does 
not by any means follow that he will not con- 
tinue to be heard from, and that he will go 
on imposing on the public credulity out of 
the fullness of an ignorance speaking in a 
tone of the most absolute authority. Which 
leads the Monthly to say that what is needed 
is the more general diffusion of sound scien- 
tific knowledge. It does not see why, in our 
public schools, “ some effective instruction 
might not be given in the spirit and methods 
of science,” why it might not be shown 
“how the early ages of scientific inquiry 
were marked by the predominance of the 
most extravagant fancies and ambitions,” 
and stimulated researches that would not 
otherwise have been undertaken. 

It is only by the contributions of patient 
students everywhere that the edifice of uui- 
versal knowledge is being built up, little by 
little, and to but few persons is it given to 
discover the operation of any widely acting 
law. And the latter announce their discov- 
eries only in a modest tentative fashion, as 
Darwin did in his famous book, “Origin of 
species.” A sketch of the history of science, 
says the Monthly, of the order in which its 
leading discoveries have been made, and of 
its present resources for the further 
tion of truth, could without question be 
rendered interesting to boys and girls of 
average school age. In this way respect for 
scienge, as science wonld be created, and the 
rising generation would be made to feel not 
only that it is a power in the world, but to 
understand what kind of a power it is, and 
what kind of men its ministers ought to be 
To know science as an embodied power would 
be to know that which one would gecessarily 
be the better for knowing, and to be fur- 
nished with an ideal of life, which would em_

WHAT THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
BILL MEANS. 
What its wadiens: wil Secure to the 


Butchers and Shippers of the United 
States. 





To the Editor Massachusetts Ploughman: 

It has been hinted by some end has per- 
haps been supposed by others, that the aboli- 
tion of the great dressed meat monopoly, 
will be in the direct interest of another mo- 
nopoly namely, that of a live-stock monopoly. 
It has also been suggested that the abolition of 
the shipment of dressed beef would create a 
worse monopoly in the form of a sweeping 
industry, in the shape of shipments of live 
stock. This is erroneous, and for the benefit 
of all interested we beg to make the follow- 
ing explanation : 

The passage of the Inter-State Commerce 
Bill will not destroy one monopoly and es- 
tablish another, but will simply allow the two 
enterprises to compete with each other on a 
fair and impartial basis. In other words, the 
passage of the Inter-State Commerce Bil] 
will make it possible for the butchers to use 
improved cars when they want them, and the 
reason why butchers could not use the im- 
proved cars heretofore was because the rail- 
road companies refused to haul them, or 
charged twice as much for hauling an im- 
proved car, as they charge for hauling the 
old common bloody, and slippery death pen.

State Commerce Bil! absolutely forbids dis- 
crimination between cars of the same char- 
acter in other words they must charge the 
same; no more and no less for hauling im- 
preved cars in which the stock can be fed and 
watered, as is charged for stock transported 
in the common car. 
It may not be understood by all of our 
readers, that the butcher can absolutely de- 
mand an improved car when he wants it, 
and the railroad company is absolutely 
obliged to furnish and haul the car if such 
cars can be obtained, and such car or im-| 
proved cars can be obtained at any time, and 
the railroad companies in accordance with a 
recent decision of the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts, are obliged to furnish them 
or answer in damages for any injury the cat- 
tle may sustain inthe ordinary car. We re- 
fer now to the case of Leverett Leonard, vs. 
Fitchburg R. R., which was decided Jan. 10, 
1887. 
In this case Mr. Leonard demanded of the 
Railroad Company that they furnish him 
with better cars than those ordinarily used. 
The railroad company refused to do so and 
the stock was injured in transit in the old 
ear which Mr. Leonard was compelled to re- 
ceive and use under protest. 
Butchers and shippers have rights which 
the railroad monopolists are bound to re- 
spect and this decision which is the initiative 
step in the right direction will form a pre- 
cedent and a basis upon which all cases will 
be tested if the butcher demands justice and 
insists upon getting it. 
This we trust will serve to suggest to the 
butchers a solution of the most vital problem 
which exists between pure home-dressed | 
meat and the impure embalmed stuff which | 
is literally forced upon the public by the un- 
scrupulous dressed meat monopolies of our 
country. 
Correspondence and inquiries are solicited 
under this head and we trust that all inter- 
ested in this great question will favor us 
with their inquiries and valued suggestions.
